Chillicothe nt a discount that was a 
tempting bait; the open admission of 
Inrgc ovefcliecklng and of .loans made 
on second mortgages: these were some 
of the transactions elicited by Referee 


Manly nnd Attorneys Wilby G. Hyde 
and Lyle S- Evans, by president ques- 
tioning of Waldo W. Russell, member 
of Russell Brothers, and for the past 
year cashier of the Bcnvcr bank, that 
went to the wall last March.
